No. 37-ITC (PN)/58.—Attention of the importers is invited to the policy for 
Cellulose film scrap (S. No. 101-C/V) In section II of the current Red Book 
according to which the import of this item is banned during the current half 

year. 

2. As a result of certain representations received from the industry, the 
position has been reviewed and it has been decided to grant licences for Cellulose 
acetate film scrap only to Actual users on an ad hoc basis during the current 
half year on the recommendations of the Regional Joint Development Commis¬ 
sioners (Small Scale Industries) or the Development Commissioner, * Small Seale 
Industries as the case may be. 

3. It has also been decided to grant licences for Cellulose acetate 111m scrap 
under the Export Promotion Scheme us embodied in Appendix XXIII in section 
III of the current Red Book. The following additional entries may be deemed
